Attacks On Hudson Bay Rate 


Some fairly strong language is indulged in by the Financial Post of | 
Toronto in its opposition to the Hudson Bay Railway, and in support of a 
demand. made by it that the route be abandoned. A recent attack by the 
Financial Post on this western outlet for western products may well be 
quoted: It says: 

“The colossal failure of that notorious contractor's racket, the Hudson 
Bay Railway, was bluntly demonstrated last year when the Government had 
to provide free storage in the Churchill elevator to induce any grain at all) 
to move out over the route. | 

| 


“An equally forcible demonstration of the present uneconomic character 
of the route has been provided this year. The Government announced an| 
{intention of charging the regular tolls at the elevator, tolls which were the} 
lowest of those imposed by Government order at any elevators throughout | 
Canada, No grain was offered for shipment. Even the grain growing inter- 
ests of Western Canada, who had for two generations advocated the opening | 
of the Bay route in order to reduce their costs of shipping grain to Europe, 
refused to ship grain; they knew that the established routes via the Great 
Lakes and the Pacific Coast were more economical. 

“Political pressure was brought on the Government to repeat the satire. 
of last year when a pretence of success of the route was made. It was 
finally decided to reduce storage rates at Fort Churchill from the usual 
figure of almost one cent a month to the ridiculously low figure of one cent 
for the whole period from now to the end of August next. This had the effect 
of paying a cash bonus out of the Dominion treasury to those who would 
store grain at Churchill. Now the elevator has been filled up. On-to-the-Bay 
enthusiasts can declare that the route is a success. But the taxpayer is 
paying a heavy bill for this child's play. If Ottawa made the terms attractive 
enough there would be people willing to load grain in bags and canoe it 
down the Mackenzie River to the Arctic Ocean and then to fly it over the! 
north pole, to continental markets. 

“The country would be infinitely better off and taxation could be re- 
duced if the route were completely abandoned and the expensive attempts 
to bonus traffic to use it were abandoned. | 

“The Hudson Bay route is not a business enterprise but a hybrid of a 
white elephant and a political sacred cow. As such it has the ‘protection’ of 
political leaders of both parties, their eyes cocked to the western vote in the 
next election. | 

“But the huge losses and the charge for the bonus to favored grain | 
operators who have been paid to use the route are a big item in every tax | 
payment made by every citizen.” | 

The argument of the Financial Post is simply this,—that it would be | 
better and cheaper to abandon the route, leave the elevator at Churchill} 
empty, than to fill it up with grain on which only $20,000 in storage | 
charges will be paid. How, it may be asked, is an empty elevator to cost the| 
taxpayer less than a full one? 

The Hudson Bay route is a new route. It is in its infancy, and it has | 
been thrown open tbditraffic at a time of the greatest trade d@pregsion in 
the history of the world. It must, and will, be given a fair chance to prove 
itself.. 

‘How many scores of millions were poured out by the Government of 
Canada for years, and how many concessions were granted, to demonstrate | 
to the shipping world the feasibility of an ocean port at Montreal, a 
_thousand miles inland from the sea, and located on a river that is ice-bound 
half the year? How many more millions have been poured out to create a 
harbor at Toronto, and upon canals at Saulte Ste. Marie, Welland, and along 
the St. Lawrence, in order that upper lakes shipping might get to Toronto 
and Montreal? The Financial Post does not object to these millions being 
spent to benefit the Eastern shipping route, but it yells blue murder because 
a mere fraction of the sums so expended Is now spent on a purely Western | 
route. 

It was Government expenditures, for which Western people are taxed 
as well as the people of East, that made the port of Montreal and provided 
business for Toronto. Had those expenditures not been made, and had the 
Government not nursed these routes in their experimental stages, the 
development of today would neve have been realized. 

* Toronto's financial paper opposed the Hudson Bay route from its incep-| 
tion. The first line of attack was that successful commercial navigation of | 
Hudson Bay and Straits was an impossibility. That theory was exploded, | 
and the feasibility of the route established. Now, because of certain abnor- | 
mal conditions which have resulted in a rate war on the Great Lakes, and 
the lowering of rates to such a point that it is cheaper, for the time being, | 
to ship by that route than through Churchill, Toronto demands the abandon- | 
ment of the Western route. Let it once be abandoned and the Great Lakes 
shippers will, with that competition removed, quickly advance their rates, 

The last boat to leave Churchill, and it will be the tenth this season, 
will carry a cargo consisting of some hundreds of thousands of bushels of 
wheat, hundreds of head of Western cattle, 20 tons of Saskatchewan pro-| 
duced honey, four carloads containing 150009 feet of Saskatchewan spruce 
lumber. This will be the first time Saskatchewan lumber has been shipped 
to England by any route, and the first time either honey or cattle have 
gone out via Churchill, All of which goes to prove the statement that the 
route is only in its infancy, 

The Financial Post has always professed to believe in Government pro- |

tection for infant industries. Let it be fair now and give this lone Western | 
infant a chance to live, and given that it will thrive and grow. Possibly the 
truth is that the interests which the Toronto financial paper represents 
does not want it to thrive and grow. Our prediction is, nevertheless, that it 
most assuredly will.

Inventor’s Grave Marked 
Monument To Canadian Who Evolved 
Process Of Kerosene 


An inconspicuous sunken grave in 
Camp Hill cemetery at Halifax, Nova 
Scotia, has been marked by one of 
the large oil companies to show the 
final resting place of Abraham Ges- 
ner, M.D., D.F.G.S., who gave to 
America kerosene for a lighting fuel. 
The grave of Dr. Gesner has been 
graced by a tall black granite monu- 
ment, “erected as a token of apprecia- 
tion of his important contribution to 
the oil industry.” 

Briefly, the inscription on the stone 
tells of Dr. Gesner’s work, It reads: 

“Abraham Gesner, M.D., D.F.G.S. 

“Geologist. | 

“Born at Cornwallis, Nova Scotia, | 
May 2, 1797. 

“Died at Halifax, April 29, 1864. 

“His treatise on the Geology and 
Minerailogy of Nova Scotia, 1836, was 
one of the earliest works dealing with | 
those subjects in this province, and 
about 1852 he was American inventor 
of the process of kerosene,”

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Many Islands Disappear 


Fate Of Ganges Is Not Unusual In 
The Pacific 

Failure of a Japanese naval survey 
party to find Ganges Island in the 
Magellan Archipelago, is a new re- 
minder of the constant changes going 
on in the earth’s surface. For years 
Ganges Island has been there, near the 
regular steamship route from Yoko- 
hama to Honolulu, about one-fourth 
of the distance from the Japanese 
port. It is shown on charts of the 
region. Navigators have known it 
for generations. Now it has vanish- 
ed, 

Such a fate is not unusual, says 
the New York Evening Post. Had 
accurate records been kept, no doubt 
hundreds of islands, particularly in the 
Pacific, could be counted among those 
which once were, but now are no 
more. For the Pacific Islands are fre- 
quently of volcanic origin, and that 
which pushed up their soil above the 
waves occasionally draws them back 
beneath the waters, leaving not a 
trace. 

Falcon Island, in the Tongo group, 
was such a one. Its discovery was 
recorded in 1865, when it ap- 
peared as only a reef. In 1877 it was 
smoking and, apparently, rising. In 
1889 a British party landed on it, sur-

Direct Relief Grants 


Three Prairie Provinces Co-Operating 
To Secure Uniformity 

Governments of the three prairie 
provinces are co-operating at present 
in an endeavor to secure uniformity 
of direct relief grants to unemployed, 
it was revealed by Premier J. T. M. 
Anderson of Saskatchewan. The sur- 
vey now being undertaken will deal 
with allowances of food, clothing and 
rents. Work already has started in 
attempting to arrive at a uniform 
basis for food grants. Dieticians of the 
three provincial universities have 
been asked to work out suitable diet 
for families of varying sizes. 

These schedules will be submitted 
to the governments and, if accept- 
able, recommendations will be made 
to all municipalities that the uniform 
basis be adopted. 

The governments will not insist 
that the schedules be adopted but 
strong recommendations will be 
made. In so far as possible, the dicte- 
tic schedules also will apply to rural 
areas under the relief commissions, 
but there will be some variance in 
the country because of the foodstuffs 
available to farmers. 

This same system of recommenda- 
tion also will be followed when uni- 
form basis are worked out for cloth- 
ing and rental grants, These two 
angles of the relief disposition will be 
handled by the provincial depart- 
ments of labor. It is expected that 
uniformity in rents will provide many 
difficulties because of the difference 
in districts as residential areas. 

Meanwhile, the initial work is be-

U.S. Bureau Of Navigation Reports 
Big Increase In Ten Years 

A growing popularity in motor 
driven vessels and a corresponding 
decline in the number of steam ves- 
sels is indicated in the records of the 
statistical section of the U.S. Bureau 
of Navigation and Steamboat Inspec- 
tion of the Commerce Department, 
according to information made public 
by A. J. Tyrer, assistant director. 

In the ten-year period ending June 
80, 1938, the number of documented 
motor vessels in trade increased from 


| 10,886 to 12,706, an increase of slight- 


ly more than 16 per cent. in the num- 
ber of vessels, and 171 per cent. in 
tonnage. The tonnage increased from 


| 395,561 to 1,074,585 gross tons. 


In the same period, the number of 
steam vessels fell from 8,060 ves- 
sels of 15,425,840 gross tons to 5,476 
vessels of 11,787,655 gross tons, a de- 
crease of 32 per cent, in vessels and 
23 per cent. in tonnage.

Scientific Evidence Indicates 


Better Moisture Conditions For 
Western Wheat Growing Areas 


Scientific evidence indicating that 
western Canada is at present in a 
period of rising weather values as 
far as crop-growing conditions are 
concerned has been assembled and is 


published in the 1933 Canada Year! 


Book. 

The evidence, though ‘‘by no means 
certain,” suggests the probability that 
the scientists’s curve representing 
crop conditions is mounting. 

This is the cautious conclusion 
reached by A. J. Connor, Dominion 
Climatologist, in an article in the 
Year Book on the results of weather 
research on the prairies. 

The research work, pointing the way 
to accurate forecasting of crop-grow- 
ing conditions in the west, includes 
preparation and compilation of 
weather statistics covering the years 
from the early 1880's to the present. 

The rise and fall of favorable crop 
weather in western Canada was sub- 
jected to statictical analysis. In this 
way the folklore of climate that is 
more or less common knowledge on 
the prairies, in such matters as 
weather cycle,’’ has been subjected 
to the impartial scrutiny of science 
in an attempt to uncover its under- 
lying principles. 

The basic principle of the findings 
is that the western weather cycle is 
irregular, says the Regina Leader- 
Post. Exact forecasting of conditions 
for a specified year is not possible 
with present data. But the rising and 
waning of moisture and heat, vital 
factors in the growing of crops has 
been reduced to a set of statistics and 
charts, and related to the sun spot 
intervals, long recognized by scien- 
tists as having an important influ- 
ence on life on th's planet, mankind 
and man's occupations. 

Here is the story, as told by Mr. 
Connor in the Canada Year Book: 

“The scarcity of rainfall in western 
Canada in recent years has been the 
reason for frequent requests that th2 
Meteorological Service should supp!y 
the figures of annual rainfall and 
snowfall for a long period of years. 
Some of our correspondents have 
suggested that there was some law 
of periodicity governing the precipita- 
tion of western Canada. 


| “Four sun-spot maxima have oc- 
cured during the time for which we 
have data. The data, thus analyzed, 
indicate that the weather in the 
Canadian west from the farmers’ 
standpoint may be expected to reach 
a peak of beneficence about sun-spot 
minimum; to fall sharply in the two 
' succeeding years; then rise to a sec- 
ondary peak one year before the sun- 
spot maximum; fall steeply at maxi- 
mum sun-spots and the following 
year; thereafter to rise slowly to a 
‘peak at the next sun-spot minimum.” 
Finally, Mr. Connor comes to the 
conclusion that accurate  predica- 
tion of yield for any particular year 
is out of the question. “The relation 
of sun-spots numbers,” he concludes, 
| ‘to wheat weather and to wheat| 
‘yields is of no value for predicting 
‘the yield of any particular year, but 
‘does appear to indicate an irregular- 
{ly cycloidal march of these variables | 
|(heat and moisture) through the 
| years. Since we have given the annual 
values of both precipitation and sum- 
mer temperature, there are suffic’ent 
data for those who wish to cons‘der 
this matter further.”

“Reference to the table shows that 
the individual annual values are sub- 
ject to very large fluctuations of 
much shorter intervals than the sun- 
spot period. These shorter fluctua- 
tions are of such violence that they 
have a very large immediate effect 
upon the crops of the corresponding 
year. 

“Turning now to the group of three 
stations in Saskatchewan we find 
minima in 1890, 1905, 1914, 1919 and 
1921. These give intervals of 5, 10, 9, 
5 and 12 years. It must be admitted, 
however, that major maX!ma are more 
difficult to recognize than in Alberta. 
From 1895 to 1919 is approximately 
twice the sun-spot period and that 
from 1919 to 1931 is very close to the 
sun-spot interval. Looking at the 
maxima we find them in 1892, 1901, 
1916, 1921 and 1927. All three cta- 
tions do not come to a major maxi- 
mum in the same year, so that the 
actual intervals between peaks are 
somewhat doubtiul, On the whole the 
case for solar influence in Saskatch- 
awan is rather weak, 

“The last group of three ccnsists 
of Qu'Appelle in southern Saska’ch- 
2wan and two stations in Man toba. 
At these three stations the smcoth 
curves on the whole do not show 
such large fluctuations. The maxima 
are in about 1891, 1901, 1923, wth 
somewhat doubtful peaks about 1912 
and 1927, It is possible to p’ck the 
peaks so as to get intervals app’ oxi- 
mating those of the sun-spot intervel 
but the result is not very satisfactory 
There are minima about 1889, 1900, 
1910, 1920 and 19380, so that if we 
neglect the fairly well marked mini- 
ma about 1894 and 1926 we have a 
rather ketter case for solar influence.

Problem Of Keen Competition 
With Low Wage Countries By 
Reason Of Cheap Production 


Improved Radio Code 


Includes Medical Section For Mer- 
chant Shipping And Air Services 
The new international code of sig- 

als for shipping, coming into force 
on January 1, 1934, strikes an unex- 
pectedly human note. Sick and injur- 
ed seamen will be able to get treat- 
ment prescribed by radio. 

Volume 2 of the new code provides 
for the first time an official interna- 
tional wireless telegraphy code issued 
specially for the use of the merchant 
shipping and air services. This em- 
bodies a medical section with a com- 
plete case-stating system for cases of 
illness or injury and a list of stand- 
ard quarantine messages, 

The new code involves numerous 
alterations of various kinds, A com- 
plete change is made in the method 
of allocating visual signal letters to 
ships. All ships fitted with wireless 
will in future have the same sign call 
for visual and radio signalling. Ships 
not fitted with radio will use signal 
letters taken from the Radio Sign 
Call series. 

The result of the changes general- 
ly will be greater simplicity in signal- 
ling at sea. Already signallers have 
been practising with the new code 
for some time. When the change-over 
comes, the men responsible for send- 
ing and receiving messages will be 
thoroughly familiar with the new 
system and there will be no con- 
fusion. 


Iowa Farmer Made Thresher 


Constructed Efficient Machine Entire- 
ly From Odds And Ends 
Working in his spare time over a 
period of two years, William Sperling, 
farmer near Clinton, Iowa, has con- 
structed an efficient threshing ma- 
chine entirely from odds and ends. 
This device, with which he recently 
threshed three acres of oats, is pro- 
pelled by a 2% horse-power engine. 
It includes parts of corn grinders, hay 
rakes, an old Crowe engine, a Ford, 


a Wateloo engine and a buggy, but no, 


parts of a regular threshing machine. 

An improvement on _ Sperling’s 
home-made thresher is that the blow- 
er is not connected with the chute. 
Whereas an ordinary blower blows 
chaff and waste oats on to the straw 
pile, Sperling's blows it into a separ- 


' ate pile. 


For this reason, he said, his three 
acres yielded 75 bushels of oats. With 
an ordinary thresher, it would not 
have been more than 70, he sald. 

It operates too slowly, however, for 
large oat or wheat crops, he added.

Canada, the United States and Bri- 
tain are particularly affected by one 
of the greatest problems the world 
has yet had to face says Herbert 
Bailey in a special United News Ca- 
ble. It is the problem of competition 
between countries accustomed to a 
high standard of living and countries 
which by reason of cheap production 
costs and low wages can outbid them, 
not only in the markets of the world 
but in home markets as well. 

Canada, as Prime Minister Bennett 
has revealed, has already discovered 
what Russian timber competition 
means in the British market because 
of Russian state production. Euro- 
pean countries are now building tar- 
iffs against neighbors who have a 
lower standard of living. 

Meanwhile, Britain's greatest anx- 
fety is Japanese competition. The 
Japanese frankly admit that owing 
to low production costs, part of which 
they claim is due to the modernity 
of their machinery but mostly to 
cheaper living among the workers, 
they can now defeat Britain in the 
markets of the world on competitive 
products. In this connection, Japan 
‘has already dealt several blows to 
| Lancashire cotton products in Indian 
|markets, owing to the cheapness of 
their goods and also to their willing- 
ness to supply what customers want. 
They are now attacking the British 
silk industry and are even invading 
Britain with cheap silk goods at 
prices with which no British firm can 
compete, 2 

Austria and South Africa are like- 
wise complaining of unfair Japanese 
competition and are taking remedial 
measures which, however, are not 
likely to prove effective. 

British merchants accuse Japanese 
traders with issuing propaganda de- 
signed to disrupt the empire. 

A responsible South African n-ws- 
paper has published a facsimile of a 
trade circular distributed by a Japan- 
ese firm throughout India in which 
the firm says: “It is one of our sub- 
lime missions to emancipate 300,000,- 
000 Indian people who groan under 
British tyranny and in the cause of 
justice lend our hands on behalf of 
their independence.” 

This comes on the eve of negotia- 
tions between Japanese, British and 
Indian business men at Simla to dis- 
cuss schemes for the division of mar- 
kets. Japanese commercial authori- 
ties declare they know nothing of 
| Such circulars. Nevertheless, the re- 
| port is given credence in London. 

Ben Tillett, one of the foremcst 
leaders of British labor, writing in the 
Daily Herald, says: ‘‘The Labor Party 
must attach more importance to 
world factors than it does. Chinese, 
| Indian and Japanese industrial condi- 
| tions are convulsing the world with 
revolutionary changes in industry and 
| social life. The East may rise to be a 
monster and the magnet of wealth 
and production.” 

It is this aspect of the fight be- 
tween the high standard of living in 
the West against the low standard of 
living in the East which is now en- 
gaging attention as one of the world’s 
gravest problems,

Citizens throughout the areas 
where crops were plentiful contribut- 
ed liberally for the benefit of the less 
fortunate in districts where crops 
were a failure. It is to enable those 
who can to contribute in a similar 
way that the work of this committee 
will be continued and extended this 
year.

Interesting Attempt To 
Solve Hibernation Secret 


Yellowstone Park Official Will Study | 
Winter Habits Of Bears 

What bears do when they hibernate 
during the winter has always been 4) 
source of speculation to naturalists. 
An interesting attempt to discover 
these secrets is to be made next win- 
ter by Frank Childs of Yellowstone 
Park, 

He will try to persuade a yearling 
black bear, one of the least vicious 
species found in the park, to take up 
lodging for the winter in a specially 
prepared sunken den, The den is a 
fifty-gallon barrel, lined with straw | 
and hay, and apparently connected | 
with the surface only by an entrance 
used by the bear. | 

Actually there is also a kind of 
periscope, or listening tube, by means 
of which Childs hopes to answer these | 
questions, among others: 

Do yearling bears nurse or feed in 
the hibernation period? 

Do they sleep soundly all of the 
time or wake up from time to time? 

Do they breathe normally ? 

What is their general disposition? 

Mr. Childs will carry on his “key- 
hole” inquiry from mid-November un- 
til some time in March, when the 
hibernation period ends. From his 
study he believes will come valuable 
information differing from that glean- | 
ed by studies of captive bears.

Marvels Of Science 


| Chemistry Has Made Remarkable 


Contribution In Past Century 


During the past century, science 
has helped marvellously in making 


|man's struggle against the vicissi- 


tudes of Nature easier and more 
fruitful. And of the departments of 
science, perhaps the greatest contri- 
bution has come from chemistry. 

Since 1833, chemistry has _ given 
300,000 new substances to the world, 
substances which were not thought 
to have existed a hundred years ago. 
The list seems incredible. The variety 
is astonishing. Foodstuffs account for 
many items, dyestuffs for a large 
number, while flavors and perfumes 
themselves make up a lengthy invent- 
ory. Fabrics, too, of many weights 
and textures, have been added to the 
wardrobe of man, as well as pro- 
viding novel and efficient coverings 
for a host of objects. Resins, plastics, 
explosives and a thousand others 
could be added to the list. 

Chemistry also discovered four un- 
known elements during the past hun- 
dred years—helium, neon, radium and 
heavy hydrogen. The importance of 
these can hardly be overestimated. 
They exert a widespread influence in 
the life of today, and their influence 
on the future is almost beyond the 
layman's conjecture. 

The influence of chemistry itself is 
even beyond the layman’s most tur- 
bulent imaginings. What will the dis- 
coveries of the next century bring 
forth? Is it possible that synthetic, 
concentrated foods will take the place 
of roast beef and gravy? (Heaven 
forbid!) Will man be wearing simple, 
one-piece, climate-proof garments? 
Will he be living in a type of house 
that is as different from our modern 
dwellings as an Eskimo's igloo js dif-

Largest Cheese Ever Made Shipped 
To Chicago Forty Years Ago 

One of the exhibits at the New 
York State Fair at Syracuse is to 
be a “mammoth cheese” weighing 
12,000 pounds that is expected to 
open the eyes of the natives. 

But, as a correspondent of the 
Montreal Gazette points out, this 
cheese, large though it is, will be a 
mere pygmy in comparison with one 
that Canada sent to the World’s Fair 
in Chicago 40 years ago and that 
cheese, it is worth remarking, was @ 
product of the eastern part of On- 
tario, still famous for its dairy pro- 
duction. 

“This reminds me,” writes G. A. 
Marson, of Montreal, to the Gazette, 
“of the mammoth cheese from Can- 
ada which formed part of the Cana- 
dian exhibit and which I saw at the 
World's Columbian Exhibition at 
Chicago in 1893. This enormous mass 
of cheese was manufactured at the 


Dominion Experimental Dairy BSta-| 


tion, at Perth, Ont., under the super- 
vision of Prof. James W. Robertson, 
who was then acting as Dominion 
Dairy Commissioner. As much as 
207,200 pounds of milk were used 
in making it, that quantity being 
equal to the milk of 10,000 cows for 
one day in September. The cheese 
weighed 22,000 pounds net. It was 
encased in the mould or hoop of steel 
in which it was pressed and a pres- 
sure of more than two hundred tons 
was applied to make it perfectly solid, 
It measured 28 feet in circumference 
by six feet in height. A special truck 
was made for transporting it through 
Great Britain after it left Chicago. 
It was later sold to T. J. Lipton, of 
London, England, who exhibited it as 
a@ feature of his business in every 
large city of Great Britain and Ire- 
land.” 

Syracuse Fair may have its 12,000- 
lb, cheese, but Canada made and dis- 
played one of 22,000 Ibs. 40 years 
ago. And that record does not seem 
to have been exceeded since that 
time.—Brockville Recorder and Times,

New Process Reclaims Wool 


Old Cloth Made New With No Cotton 
Fiber 

Waste clothes and rags can be 
turned into textile fibres for a second 
use by a carbonization process that) 
reclaims all the wool, says Popular 
Mechanics Magazine, Vegetable mat- 
ter, such as cotton and linen, {1s de- 
stroyed by hydrochloric-acid fumes, 
but wool is undamaged. When a 
wool suit is held in the fumes a short 
| time the cotton stitchings are reduced 
}to brittle carbon compounds and the 
sult falls in pleces, 

Old clothes that have been dried 
| carefully are placed in a huge air- 
tight cylinder, to which the fumes are 
jadmitted. In four hours the smart-) 
est suit is reduced to a pile of wool- 
|} len cloth without a trace of cotton or 
linen fiber. After cooling the rags are 
given a vigorous shaking in a ma- 
chine called a duster. A grinding ma- 
chine completes the operation by rip- 
|ping each bit of cloth into fibers to 
|use for new cloth.
